tained than by any Other method, In 
an address before the Pomological So- 
ciety of Quabec, Miss BE. W. Hamilton, 
canning specialist of the Dominion 
department of agriculture, gave the 
following as the advantages claimed 
for dehydration: That fruits where

In a recent interview, Colonel J. 


Obed Smith, former Canadian govern- 
|ment official in London, stressed the 
| importance of British boy immigra- 
tion. This, Col. Smith said, had 
| been realized by Australia but not ap- 
|preciated in Canada. “In fact,” said 
he, “Canada has lagged behind.” 

‘Not less than 200,000 boys leave 
the London market. These should 
form a new immigration fleld each 
year from which Canada could draw 
|very many desirable settlers. Aus- 
|tralia has proved the value of the 
young British generation to the full, 
but Canada has not done so. People 
inquire in public if Canada really 
wants immigrants, especially when 
| the Empire Settlement Act of the Im- 
|perial Parllament provides financial 
lassistance to an extent that has 
hardly a limit within the possibill- 
| tles of use. No one can complain that 
the British people are not willing to, 
assist their own to settle in Canada.” 

Col. Smith emphasized the fact that,

Pioneers Continue To Come ' 
From Many Nations To’ Take 
Up Homesteads On Prairie

Ploneering days are over, adequate 
transportation, good roads, nearby 
markets, etc, having done away with 
the necessity of “hewing a home in 
the wilderness” and blazing a trail for 
others to follow, says the modern sage, 
but an incident that happened recently 
tn the Edmonton, Alberta, land office 
not only disproves this fallacy but 
clearly {llustrates that ploneering is 
still an attraction for many. The 
other day thera walked Into the Ed- 
monton land office a man about 68 
years of age, strong, upstanding and 
bronzed by an out-of-doors Hfe, who 
made known his desfre to tackle 
farming once again and took out 
papers on a second homestead In the 
Last Great West—the Peace River 
country. Applications on homesteads 
in the west are being accepted daily 
by the Federal Government, and the 
statement that a man filed on a second 
homestead would not appear unusual 
were it not for the fact that only those 
who filed on the land prior to June 2, 
1889, are entitled to second entry. 


When this farming pioneer came to 
Canada in 1884, a lad of 18 years of 
age, from a Ifttle farm in Cornwall, 
England, and settled on a homestead 
fifty miles from the nearest settle- 
ment—Portage la Prairie, Manitoba— 
and before the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way had commenced operations in the 
west, he hac had to put up with all 
the hardships incidental to pioneer 
ife. With the characteristic per- 
severance of the early settler, he 
cleared, broke and cultivated his land. 
The coming of the railway and settle- 
ment of the adjoining lands brought 
many improvements, both in farming 
and living conditions. His labors be- 
came less arduous and he raised his 
famlly in comfortable surroundings. 

A few yeirs ago he sold his Mant- 
toba farm, intending to retire to a 
well-earned rest. However, when his 
tons took up homesteads in the/Peaco 
River country, he was unable to re- 
press his ploneering spirit, so he once 
again filed cn frea_land, not only to 
be near his sons, but also to help de- 
yelop and settle the country which 
first gave him a start towards success. 

This is the somewhat brief but sig- 
nificant story of one Englishman who 
came to Canada looking for a home 
and independence. His record of 
achievement in the west has been 
emulated by numerous fellow-country- 
men, as well as by natives of many 
other countries. At the last census 
of homestead entries, it was found 
that, in addition to native-born Cana- 
dians, over 36 different nationals had 
taken out homestead papers in the 
prairie provinces. Some of these 
ploneers caine {rom such far lands as 
Iceland, China, Japan, Persia, Greece, 
Indla, Palestine and Mexico. There 
no limit from which 
Western Canada draws her settlers. 

Within recent years the areas suit- 
able for homesteads have become more 
At January 1, 
1925, the Federal Government esti- 
mated that of the ares surveyed in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
nearly 55,000,000 acres were devoted 
to homesteads, The scarcity of free 


| lands in close proximity to the rall- 


ways, however, does not seem to be 
any drawback to the homesteader— 
3,754 entries were made in 1923-—and 
the enhanced attractions of the fertile 
open prairies assure, for some time 
to come, a steady stream of that most 
valued class of settler—the pioneer.

An Interesting 
Experiment 


Experimental Farm at Agassiz, B.C.,| 


Is Raising Queen Gees 

An exeeptionally interesting experi- 
ment is being conducted at the Agas- 
siz, B.C., Dominion experimental farm. 
A start was made last year in the 
rearing of gueen bees for domestic 
use. ‘The colony selected tor the 
purpose was the highest producer on 
the farm, it haying yielded 210% Ib. 
of honey in one season. In his report 


for 1924 the supefintendent, Mr. W. H. |} 
Hlicks, deseribing the method adopted, | 


says queen cells were obtained —by 
raising all the brood and young bees 
‘possible from the brood chamber and 
leaving the queen in the lower cham- 
ber, which was filled with empty 
combs. A wire screen was placed 
betweett the parent hive and the 
super containing the brood, with an 

“entrance made at the rear. Two 
days later a number. of cells were 
found and on the ninth day the queen 
cells were grafted to frames. These 
frames weve placed in de-queened 
colonies. From the eight colonies 
treated in this manner six queens em- 
erged, two failed to mate, while the 
remaining four were large and mated 
well with pure drones, as the young 
bees prodused were golden and uni- 
form.

Oldest Pen In Existence 


Made of Bone and Very Simple in 
Construction 

Of course we know that thousands 
of years ago the ancients used to 
write on stone tablets. And if we 
were at all interested in this sort of 
thing, we know that they used an in- 
strument called a stylus instead of a 
pen. The stylus was made-of iron, 
bone or some hard substance that 
could be given a good sharp point. 
The tablets on which one wished to 
write were first coated with a thin 
layer of wax, and they wrote with the 
pointed end: The other end was 
blunt, smooth and somewhat expand- 
ed so any mistake could be smoothed 
| out in the wax.

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Slavery Still ‘Practiced 


League of Nations Recommends 
Universal Abolition of System 

Slavery is openly practiced in sev- 
eral Asiatic Mohammedan states, par- 
ticularly in the Arabian peninsula, in- 
cluding the kingdom of the Hedjaz, 
where many slaves are girls who come 
from the Far East as pilgrims to 
Mecca, says a report by the slavery 
commission of the League of Nations 
published at Geneya, 

The commission recommends uni- 
versal abolition of the legal status of 
slavery, and. would give every slave 
the right to freedom without payment 
of money. It suggests the establish- 
ment of a concentration point to which 
freed slaves may be sent pending their 
return to the country of their origin 
and also recommends the extension of 
the right to the pursue slave dealers. 

The league commission suggests the 
prohibition of compulsory labor except 
for public works, for which there must 
be adequate pay. 


Metals Can Be Made Thin 


New Process Makes-Them Transparent 
As Glass Says Berlin Doctor 

Dr. Karl Mueller, of the physical 
research bureau, Berlin, claims 
have discovered a process whereby It 
is possible to reduce metal foil to a 
thinness of one-millionth part of a 
centimetre, while retaining its elastic- 
{ty. The process, as explained by Dr, 
Mueller, can be applied to all kinds of 
metal, including gold, rendering them 
transparent. 

The discovery 1s hailed there as a 
great benefit to the telephone, radlo 
and musical instrument industries. 

The foils produced by the new 
process are reported to be as trans- 
parent as glass used by oculisis, easily

Power From Subterranean Steam | 


Harnessing ReServoirs of Heat in 
Interior of the Earth 

With the rapid dwindling of the 
world’s natural resources in stored 
fuel—coal, ofl and gas—engineers and 
scientists in recent;months have been 
turning to the problem of tapping ahd 
harnessing the vast reservoir of heat 
in the interior of the earth. 

The latest plan, and one of the most 
elaborate, developed by Rudolf Lam- 
mel, a German engineer, is described 
in the September issue of Popular 
Science Monthly. It proposes drill- 
ing two shafts, one straight, the other 
with a number of rectangular bends, 
to a depth of three miles. This depth 
js about 21% times that of the deepest, 
shafts ever drilled. Both shafts lead 
to a large subterranean chamber cut 
out of solid rock. 

If we estimate that with every 100 
feet downward the temperature rises 
one degree Centigrade, the tempera- 
ture of the walls of that chamber will 
be approximately 330 degrees Fahren- 
heit. At a depth of three miles the 
air atmospheres, are about 30 pounds 
to the square inch. ~The boiling 
point of-water under this pressure 
would be 248 degrees Fahrenheit, more 
than 80 degrees lower than the tem- 
perature of the chamber, 

From a_ reservoir on the surface, 
water is sent down through a pipe 
that follows the bends and turns of the 
stepped shaft to the chamber at the 
bottom. As the water rushes down- 
ward, it becomes gradually hotter, 


turns to steam, which is forced into} 
the chamber by pressure of the column | 
of water above.
